Even had it boel possible to tow her off 
the rocks it would have ben’ out of the question 
to attempt it, as tho injuly to the vessal’s bottom 
is eo serious that it wouldonly entail her certain. 
immediate loss, Those on board wera in no 
danger, ‘for they had ojustant communication 
with the shore even at hifh water, by means of a 
gangway rigged up, the shore being very steep. 
he Namoa was thus unale to render any agsist- 
ance, and prodvedad onto Amoy. On her re- 
tun voyage it was fourd that the Hangchaw 
wis ‘furthor dumaged ty bumping upon the 
rocks, that ber rudden was gone, and the 
radder post broken, hrgo bouts wore sent 
ont from Amoy as. sco as the news of the 
disaster was received, nut the salving of cargo 
was prooseding with all jaxsible spoed. Tt was 
reported that a fatal acci@ut had ocourred in the 
unloading of cargo. A argo boat had just boen 
got alongside, and two (hinamen made a apring 
to goton board. Unfotmnately the boat was 
carried away. from the mip at that momont by 
tho swoll, and they fell tite the wator. The noxt 
moment the cargo boat yas driven back to the 
ship agaip,and the twoma wore crushedtodeath 
botweon the two craft, The only chanvo of sav- 
ing the vessel will be by paking 4 false bottom 
over some, if not ull the ompartments, but it is 
thought most probable shi will be a total loss. 

Another scvount’ of thi above disaster will be 
found in our Amoy correpondent’s letter else-

The Hangchow was commanded by Captain 
Robingon, and was a stamer of 909 tons re- 
gister, and lately employe in the trade between 
Shanghai and tho ports olAmoy and Swatow.

THE MARINE SURVEY. FEES, BILE.

The proceedings in the Legislative Council 
on Friday, the 21st ult., with reference to the 
Bill regarding maring survey fees, are hardly 
calculated to inerense the confidence of the 
public in tifa abiliry of our legislators, The 
subjectgitistrue,is.a cotn paratively small and 
unimportant one, but any subject which is in- 
portant enough ‘to be legislated upon ought 
to be important enough to he understood. 
In the case of this partivular Bill no member 
of the Conneil; cither official or aneficial, 
aeems to have hadany- cou plete understanding 
of the subject, or of what ihe effect of ibe Bill 
waa likelyto be, Its consideration in Com- 
mittee had been adjourned to allow (he 
Acting Attormoy-Genein} to ‘obtain certain’ 
information, and on Eviday “be announced 
that the bulk of the Bill was to be with- 
drawn... It'bad been proposed to chargo fres 
for a number of inspections and surveys, Mr. 
Ackgoyp had apparently been in ignorance 
when ha. introduced the Bill whether those 
inspections und surveys were to, be com- 
pulsory on shipowners, or whether the fees 
wore merely puyuble in case the inspections 
wore voluntarily asked for. The question 
had, however, been discussed in the Press, 
and the offect of the meuctre. shown, so far 
ag it was possible to show the effect of a 
measure the interpretation of which was left 


entirely as a matter of conjecture and in- 


ference. On Friday Mr? Acrrorp mid it 
appeared from information be bad received 


’ from’ the Harbour Master that tbe survey 


of ‘ships’ bottoms was compulsory, With 
respect to the others, the inspection of ves. 
sela under 50 tons during construction, the 
inspection of engines and boilets during con 
struction, and the ‘survey of unlicensed 
launches, they wero all optional.

Major-General Gozvon, and weeyt ouly hope 
Ubat it will be equally recognised by the:Go- 
vernment., With a larger gaol, prison’ ad» 
ministration might ‘bo brought up to a Higher 
alata than its present one, but however ex- 
cellent it muy be ils effect in diminishing the 
criminal population will be insignificant. 
What the- colony must obiefly rely on Lo 
secure the maximum of immunity from 
crime is a large and vigilant Police Force, 
affording to the: criminal: classes the very 
smallest possible opportunity of carrying on 
their -depredations against society. Behind 
the Polico Forte there must of courao be tho 
machinery. far punishing the wrongdoers 
who may bo delected in crime, butthe punish 
ment, ougit as u rule to be short and sharp,

During the year the Fire Brigudo has por- 
formed important work which, as rogards offici- 
ancy, is credituble, though not by any moana per- 
fect. 

The rapid growth of the Colony demanding 
additional facilities for extinguishing fires, I re- 
commended the Governm:nt early last yent to 
purchase two additional Steam Ensines which I 
propoed to etation in the eastern and weatorn 
districts to ba an thy syot in case of fire acenr- 
fring in eithor locality. . ‘Pie-Government sanc- 
! tioned the purchase uf one engine which is on 
lits way from {Sngland, and 4 Steam Fire Pom:
